CATHOLIC SCHOOLS keep changing for the 
better without losing their fundamental Chris- 
tian identity, according to the diocesan school 
superintendent.

“Active parent participation is essential to 
the growth, security and future of our Catholic 
schools,” he said. “Already in our diocese, 
increasing numbers of parents are gladly 
accepting this opportunity and responsibility, 
serving their schools in many important ways.” 


“THEY SERVE as members of local educa- 
tion boards, teacher aides, room mothers, lib- 
rarians and classroom or playground super- 
visors. They attend meetings and become bet- 
ter informed and involved in teaching innova- 
tions and procedures.” 


Regarding these innovations, Dr. Schmid 
said Catholic schools ‘‘not only keep pace, but 
lead — in many instances — in modern educa- 
tional techniques. 


“Elementary and high school principals and

faculty explore, evaluate and often adopt such 
innovations for the students’ benefits... The 
high standard of quality teaching is main- 
tained by raising requirements and employing 
the best qualified teachers, many of them 
specialists in their fields.” 


UNGRADED PRIMARY classes are being 
introduced throughout the diocese. This 
technique matches advancement with ability 
and permits slow and fast learners to progress 
at their own pace. Some examples: °

— St. James, Solana Beach, plans to extend 
ungraded primary classes to entire school. 


— Precious Blood, Banning, upper grade 
pupils tutor those in lower grades.

Shopping 


WHILE WALKING through a drug store looking for the 


sale items the other day, someone stopped and said, “Hi, 
Father . . . you have to go shopping too?” It reminded me 
that some people have thought of priests and most sisters 
as too “special” or “religious” to bother with such worldly 
and everyday activities except golf and Disneyland, of 
course. 


I like to shop and find it a healthy contact with reality 
— especially if in “civies” — though the prices are often 
just a little too much realism. 


In religious education too, people have often considered 
matters of faith wholly apart from world concerns. Separa- 
tion of church and state has some merit as a political or 
govermental maxim, but God and man getting together in 
this world is what religion is all about. .. getting together 
in heaven comes later. Good religious education, then, 
tries to discover how to improve that God-world relation- 
ship. 

OCCASIONALLY the criticism is voiced that some of the 


_religious education materials — particularly on the high 


school level — appear to be mere social studies. But what 
is intended is the application of Christian principles and 
values to the events of real life, and parents and teachers 
alike should concentrate on that dimension of social 
issues. 


So take your religious self shopping in a world priced 
with a lot of problems and solve them with your Christian 
principles.

Poor Sisters reach out for vocations

THE POOR Sisters of Nazareth are 
reaching into parishes and schools to con- 
tact girls and young women thinking about 
a religious vocation. 


Four sisters have been visiting parishes 
for rap sessions with parents, high school 
seniors and other girls of college age. 


Conducting the drive are Sister Frances 
of the Cross, Sister Mary of Bethlehem, 
Sister St. Thomas and Sister Mary Anscar. 
They report good cooperation from pas- 
tors and teachers who have put recruit- 
ment notices in church bulletins and on 
posters.. 


THE DRIVE WILL reach its climax with 
a day-long program Sunday, April 1, at 
Nazareth House — a day and boarding 
grade school conducted by the Poor Sis- 


ters adjacent to Mission San Diego de 
Alcala. 


The program starts with a 10 a.m. Mass 
in the sisters’ chapel, followed by a talk 
on vocations. There will be tours of the 
school, convent and grounds, slides of the 
sisters’ work in this country — mainly 
teaching and serving the aging — and of 
their mission work overseas. 


Poor Sisters have been staffing the 
school since 1924 when they came to San 
Diego from England. They plan to build a 
home for retired people on a bluff over- 
looking school grounds, with accomoda- 
tions for 110. Ground breaking is expected 
in the near future.

That fifteenth station 


The old familiar Stations of the Cross devotions 
have changed with the times. This evocative recol- 
lection of Christ’s final journey to his Crucifixion 
now may include scriptural commentary and deep 
meditational readings. They range from Michael 
Quoist’s rather earthy self-examination to combin- 
ing narrative and scripture to recall and reenact. 


A feature of the modern version is the addition 
of a “15th Station,” after the regular 14th where 
Jesus is laid in the tomb. The 15th brings the full 
glory of the Resurrection and the rebirth which 
comes to all of us through Christ. There are some 
who find the joyful note out of place in the solemnity 
of the other 14 stations. But there are good reasons 
why the message should not end in the death and 
rejection of Christ. 


Dying he destroyed our death. Rising he restored 
our life. This spirit of hope is as much the message 
of Lent as Advent. The story of Christmas -is not 
unrelated to the road to Golgotha and its climax. 


Spirit of Rome 


The spirit of Rome was evident in the truly 
spiritual uplift among those who returned early last 
week from the Vatican ceremonies for 30 new cardi- 
nals. Bishop Maher and several priests from this 
diocese accompanied Cardinal Timothy Manning to 
Rome for his elevation. They were there when 
Archbishop John Quinn received his pallium, too. 


There is, of course, a tremendous sense of 
charisma in any meeting with the Pope. The title 
“Vicar of Christ” is awesome in its overtones. More 
than once Bishop Maher and the others were able 
to meet and see Pope Paul. One amusing 
interchange occurred on Ash Wednesday, at the 
public ceremonies for the day, when an impromptu 
exchange of gifts took place. 


Our bishop, brought forward to meet Paul VI as 
he greeted the crowds after the ceremony of the 
ashes, happened to have in his hand a copy of the 
1972 directory of the diocese — not the latest edi- 
tion. On an impulse, he offered it to the Pope, who 

_ accepted it with interest. He embraced Bishop 
Maher, kissing him on both cheeks, and motioned 
to aides for a small gift in return — a packet of per- 
sonal cards. 


When the bishop opened the packet he found the 
cards were those used by the Pope for Christmas, 
1972. So perhaps it was fair exchange for a directory 
which expired in 1972, also. 


Studying at the heart 


With Bishop Maher were Msgr. Daniel 
O’Donoghue of San Diego, Msgr. William Spain of 
Solana Beach, Msgr. Peter Lynch of Riverside and 
Msgr. Matthew Thompson of Corona. 


While in Rome they met with our seminarians and 
priests studying at the famous colleges near the 
Vatican — five seminarians and five priests. It is 
said to be the largest number of students from any 
one diocese in the United States. And our steward- 
ship contributions go directly to help in this study 
program for priests.

Fair exchange? 


The headline we put to the story, “Bishop goes to 
Rome for 30 new red hats” (SC March 1), was written 
with tongue in cheek to see if you are awake in class. 
Judging by the reactions, you are. 


Topical hymn 


William Bishop, the organist at St. Michael’s, 
Poway, finished playing the recessional hymn “Holy 
God we praise thy name” during a torrential down- 
pour last week.

Close to anarchy 


The round of daily strikes by one section of the 
community after another in Britain comes close to 
some form of anarchy, surely. When civil servants 
leave their posts and disrupt government, that is 
inviting mob rule. 


There is too much of a tendency in many countries 
today — here as elsewhere — for those in responsi- 
ble governmental positions to think of strike action. 


I believe that when civil servants, police, firemen ~ 


and similar agencies withhold their labor, anarchy 
is not far behind. 


Different type of obligation 


There is some confusion in parishioners’ minds 
between Stewardship ’73 and Diocesan II Synod, 
since both appeared on the scene about the same 
time.

God is the teacher above all others and 
at times his lessons are difficult to learn. 
A parent, therefore, does a child no favors 
by allowing children to grow up sensuous, 
irresponsible and shallow. The God of life 
has predetermined a rigorous testing for 
which one must be gradually prepared. 


Thus Proverbs says, “The man who fails 
to use the stick hates his son; the man who 
is free with his correction loves him,” 
(13:24). St. Paul gives a further refinement, 
“Parents, never drive your children to 
resentment, but in bringing them up, cor- 
rect them and guide them as the Lord does,” 
(Ephesians 6:4). one 


Jesus did not hesitate to use the rod of 
his authority as when he cleared the temple 
of the money changers. However, Jesus 
qualified the use of this authority in shar- 
ing it with his disciples: The apostles had 
been arguing about who would be first 
among them when Christ was gone, so 
Christ took a small child and placed it in 
their midst saying, “If anyone wants to be 
first, he must make himself last of all and 
servant of all” (Mark 9:35). 


Authority is necessary for our correction 


and education but it must be exercised as 
by a servant — not as a means of forcing 
others to submit to the boss’ ego- 
preferences, but as a means of achieving the 
common good.

Vatican urges steps to counter « 
rising Italian church art thefts 


ROME (RNS) — Express- 
ing concern over continued 
thefts of priceless art works 
from Italian urban 
churches, country parishes 
and museums, the Vatican 
urged Church authorities 
throughout the country to 
insure that art treasures in 
their custody are protected. 


Italy’s Catholic bishops, 
during their next episcopal 
conference in June, will 
publish a series of special 
guidelines concerning the 
safeguarding of these art 
treasures entrusted to the 
Church. 


The bishops were first 
confronted with the prob- 
lem of protection of art 
works in May 1971 when the 
Vatican Congregation for 
the Clergy, which regulates 
the administration of “ar- 
tistic patrimony of the

IT EXHORTED Italian 
bishops to study the prob- 
lem of thefts and attempt to 
work out measures for pro- 


_tecting valuable items that 


could be stolen, including 
the guarding and locking of 
churches and institutions. 


The document which will 
be submitted to the Italian 
bishops is based on sugges- 
tions and research carried 
out in several dioceses and 
contains norms regarding 
the cataloguing and inven- 
tory of all art works. 


In protecting diocesan 
museums, the document 
recommends close coopera- 
tion between the Church 
authorities and “state ser- 
vices” to safeguard objects 
on exhibit. 


THE HOPE IS to reduce 
drastically easy access by 
organized gangs of art 
thieves working on commis- 
sion from unscrupulous art 
dealers and collectors both 
inside and outside Italy. 


In recent years incidence 
of theft of Church property 
has grown considerably. 


In October 1972, an 
attempt was made to steal 
the famed Shroud of Turin, 
venerated by some as the 
actual burial cloth of Jesus. 


IN CORTONA, last year, a 
13th Century painting of the 
Virgin and Child by 
unknown Tuscan artists, 
was stolen from a monas- 
tery cell in which St. Fran- 
cis of Assisi once lived. 


Other incidents involved 
the theft of five Renais- 
sance paintings from a 
Venice church and the theft 
of 14 paintings, including 
one by Titian, froma 
church near Padua. 


In April 1972, the Vatican 
Commission for Sacred Art 
in Italy announced it would 
share with the Italian 
government the cost of 
installation of burglar 
alarms in the nation’s 
Catholic churches. 


CITING THE wave of art 
thefts, Italy’s Fine Arts 
Commission said electronic 
alarms would be installed 
in unguarded churches and 
museums. More than half of 
the country’s art thefts in 
1972 involved churches. 
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Besides visiting a friend,

er, pastor of Prince of 
Peace church, Sun City, 
Father Hardy had stopped 
to see a young black boy he 
once had expressed an in- 
terest in adopting.

AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about...slogans and maxims and, in 
particular, the old adage, “Spare the 
rod and spoil the child,” and the bib- 
lical warning “Whomever I love, I 
reprove and chastise.” 


Psychologists and educators may 
still argue against the implications of 
the first saying, and relegate it to the 
old wives department. But I have a lot 
of respect for “old wives” — and not 
only because my eligibility for club 
membership is not too distant a pros- 
pect! 

Experience is a great teacher.

A “chastising” God is not popular 
today. All the same, at the risk of 
attaining ancient wifedom a trifle 
prematurely, I insist that God tests, 
prunes and refines those in his ser- 
vice! 

Experience persuades me most 
decidedly that, although we may “get 
away with murder” beforehand, once 
we have solemnly offered ourselves 
in God’s service, we are held to 
account for every action, every princi- 
ple espoused, every intellectual con- 
viction of our lives. 


GOD IS LOVE and love is truth. 
Ardent lover that he is, only total hon- 
esty will do in any relationship with 
him. Whatever the axioms we claim 
to live by, sooner or later something 
will arise to challenge the degree of 
their integration into our being. 


Sooner or later we are called upon 
— given the opportunity — to prove 
what constitutes our true being, what 
we are made of. 

God is very much concerned with 
the integrity of his people. Let us be 
false to what is truth within ourselves 
and he will call.us to account. If we 
are fortunate, the accounting will be 
immediate and the lesson learned 
early.

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IF WE ARE HARD-headed, we may 
leave a sorry trail of destruction — for 
ourselves and others — before the 
account is rendered. Trials we all 
have. They may proceed from many 
sources and none is unique. 


What lifts them from the norm and 
makes them “special” and personal to 
us is the way we meet them. It is 
hardly realistic to ask some afflicted 
person to leap with joy and embrace 
his trial as a proof of God’s love. But 
it is of infinite value to learn to per- 
ceive the potential for growth and 
self-knowledge that lies latent in 
even the severest misfortune. 


When trouble is a consequence of 
our own foolishness, misjudgment or 
aberration, the only course — in the 
interest of mental as well as spiritual 
health — is to accept the ‘just des- 
serts” and make the situation work 
for our good rather than against it. 


WHEN IT EMANATES from out- 
side, it may still be accepted and 
utilized to our ultimate benefit. 
Perhaps the greatest distinction 
between the self-styled and the actual 
Christian is in his response to trouble 
and whether he is strengthened or 
defeated by it. 


There is in industry a heat process 
called “firing” in which steel is tem- 
pered and toughened and clay har- 
dened and glazed for greater durabil- 
ity. But “fired” has another meaning 
too. It is used to denote grain which 
has yellowed, browned and blotched 
before maturity. 


People, too, are “fired” in the kilns 
of life. Whether we emerge tem- 
pered and beautified or blotched and 
old before time is directly related to 
the attitude and the degree of honesty 
with which we face the ordeal. 


AND TO THE certainty — or lack of 
it — that, however intense the heat of 
the furnace, the flames of infinite 
love surrounding are not meant to 
destroy but to embellish. 


I think God never more distinctly 
demonstrates the quality of his infin- 
ite compassion, than when he submits 
the fragile and vulnerable clay of our 
being to the fire of anguish, to realize 
the potential of beauty that is his 
vision of us.

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Talking Point

the law school’s current lecture series 
on Law and the Humanities. 


BASIC TO ALL great religions is the convic- 
tion that there are objective moral values 
which, on the level of human interaction, 
express the very nature of creation itself. 


Moral attitudes and moral standards can be 


judged right or wrong on the basis of whether 
they are true or false to the nature of the uni- 
verse and to the essential nature of human 
being. 

These moral values are by no means peculiar 
to the Judeo-Christian tradition of the Old and 
New Testaments. From the standpoint of early 
Hinduism, human conduct must be evaluated 
in terms of its conformity to the Rta. The Rta 
is righteousness and order. It is identified with 
truth — a correspondence to reality itself. 


THE CHINESE speak of the Tao as the great- 
est of all things. The Tao is nature, the way 
of wisdom, the road the wise man travels. 
Ancient Judaism continually praised the “law” 
of God, which is truth. The Hebrew word for 


- truth emphasizes reliability or trustworthi- 


ness. ri 


Whatever civilization you turn to, there is 
common ground. It is pointless to attempt to 
collect “independent” testimonies to the 
objective moral order to which life must con- 
form. Probably no civilization has arisen inde- 
pendently of all other civilizations. 


Some argue that there has been only one 
“civilization” in all history. If that is true, that 


civilization must have had its beginning in one © 


place and the human race itself have derived 
from a single center. 


THE LAW AGAINST murder, the duties of 
truth and good faith, benevolence and kind- 
ness, of caring for children and the aged, 
respect for parents, elders and ancestors, and 
the laws of justice, may be classed as some 
objective moral standards: : 


Clearly, there have been variations in the 
ways differing cultures have understood and 
lived out these moral postulates. But basic to 
all human life is the fundamental sense of 
“oughtness’”’ — the assumption that there are 
absolute moral values by which all human con- 
duct is to be judged. 


These fundamental moral postulates are in 
basic agreement because they spring from the 
same source, from the one God who reveals 
himself in all the great religions, to all men 
in one degree or another. 

THE CHRISTIAN sees himself standing in 
moral continuity with all men of goodwill of 
all ages. At the same time, he affirms that the 
God whom all men seek in one way or another

has brought himself to sharpest possible focus 
in the person of Jesus Christ. : 


None of the great religions sees objective 
moral standards as arbitrary commands capri- 
ciously imposed on man from outside himself. 
On the contrary, they are part of our very being. 
Observing those standards and incarnating 
them into our lives is the only way to become 
fully human. They direct us along the only path 
to human fulfillment. 


Every law — civil or criminal — presupposes 
a moral judgment of what constitutes “right” 
or “wrong.” That moral judgment, in turn, 
presupposes an absolute standard by which 
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Can we judge right or wrong by objective moral values? 


have no basis for making any moral judg- 
ments or distinctions. 


WE HEAR MUCH today about the “new mor- 
ality,” which demands that we should speak of 
an ethic of “response,” that we be less legalis- 
tic and more person oriented. 


The claim is that old basic moral postulates 
are inadequate, not in tune with the times and 
that we need new moral standards. Proponents 
of the “new morality,” however, urge the crea- 
tion of new moral standards only in some 
areas. I have never heard of anyone who 
wanted to rewrite the whole moral code. 


When you come right down to it, it is clear 


our relative “rights” and “wrongs” can be 
measured. 


THE LAW RECEIVES its power in the con- 
sent of the governed. The governed give their 
consent only if they pereeive that the law is 
basically “just” — that is, that it accords 
reasonably well with fundamental notions of 
justice, conceived as an absolute value in 
itself. Pu 


Until modern times all this would have been 
taken for granted. 


Today, many think that moral judgments 
are not judgments at all. They look on them 
as “attitudes” or “sentiments” — even neur- 
oses — produced by our moral and spiritual 
environment in home, school and Church. 
Moral judgments, they say, are subjective. 
When we say something is good, we are only 
expressing a feeling. 


CLOSELY RELATED is the notion that per- 
sons create values.Therefore a community can 
choose its own values. 


In their heyday the Nazis defined justice as 
that which served the interests of the Third 
Reich. This cynical definition aroused wide- 
spread indignation. But if morality is only a 
subjective attitude, if moral standards are sim- 
ply human creations, who can say the Nazis are 
less competent to create their own than we 
are? 

Unless there is some objective standard of 
good to which we must all conform, then we 


the current legislation rightly insists that 


that no one can create a new moral standard. 
What passes for new is only a selective denial 
of the old. All the “new moralities” of which 
I have any knowledge are the results of a pick- 
ing and choosing process. On what basis — 
beyond what we like or dislike — do we make 
this selection? 


ONCE YOU SUBSCRIBE to the picking and 
choosing process you have no basis for setting 
limits to what will be chosen and what will be 
rejected. 


The law student learns early in his course 
that the label ipse dixit represents a very nega- 
tive judgment. The court simply says, “This 
is so because we say it is so.” 


For the person who believes all moral stan- 
dards and values are purely subjective, and 
who simply rejects fundamental moral post- 
ulates, all law is ipse dixit law.-For them, we 
have laws because we have to have laws. They 
are neither better nor worse than any other 
laws. ; 


IN FACT, THERE is no basis for comparison. 
It will be impossible to speak of “progress” or 
“decadence.” If there are no objective moral 
standards, we lack the means to determine 
whether a law is “progressive” or “retrog- 
ressive.” 

Certain consequences, I believe, follow for 
the lawyer who tries to ignore or deny the basic

Please!

Ann Landers recently stated, in 
reference to Holy Communion, that 
“I feel you should follow the custom 
of the congregation you are visiting. 
Most Catholics would feel that their 
form of Communion is meant for 
Catholics.” Isn’t this advice mislead- 
ing? 


She is certainly referring to a situation 
that actually exists — that is, there are some 
Catholics who believe in, preach and 
encourage inter-Communion. 


The fact remains, however, that responsi- 
ble Christians are definite in emphasizing 
that the Eucharist is a sign of unity and can- 
not be a gimmick or “short-cut” for a unity 
that simply does not exist in fullness. 


Consequently, while Catholics respect the 
Lord’s Supper in other Christian churches, 


we are to partake of the Eucharist only in 
our own Church, that we are not to receive 
Communion in a non-Catholic Church, and 
that, conversely, members of other denomi- 
nations should not share our Eucharist. 


This is not spiritual “snobbery” but, 
rather, the cross of disunity which we must 
bear until the day comes when all of us will 
find that unity for which Christ prayed dur- 
ing his Last Supper discourse. 


Question: 
The Archdiocese of Los Angeles still 
has abstinence on Fridays during 
Lent. But we do not, except on Ash 
Wednesday and Good Friday, in this 
diocese. Is there no general rule? 


It is the decision of the National Confer- 
ence of Catholic Bishops or the local bishop 
to determine a policy in this regard. So the 


In the Diocese of San Diego, abstinence 
is “recommended” on Lenten Fridays but 
it is not obligatory “under penalty of mortal 
sin.” 


Question: 
If a Catholic woman freely obtains an 
abortion, she is excommunicated. 
What does this mean? 


The effect of excommunication is separa- 


’ tion from the sacraments of the Church. And 


abortion carries with it automatic excom- 
munication. 


While she still has the obligation to assist 
at Mass, she may not receive the eucharist. 
The penalty of excommunication is 
removed when, truly repentant, she con- 
fesses her sin and receives sacramental 
absolution in confession.

moral postulates which the law presupposes. 


If I truly believe an action is “right” or 
“wrong” only because a legislature or court 
says so, I can’t take those judgments very seri- 
ously. I shall probably “cut corners” at every 
opportunity — especially when I happen not 
to like what the statute books or courts say on 
a given issue. 


THERE MUST be a great difference in the 
life of a lawyer who is committed to the basic 
moral postulates and sees them as the founda- 
tional moral fabric of human life. I believe that 
he will find satisfaction and fulfillment 
unknown to the mere “technician.” 


This person can rightly see his life work as 
devoted to serving humanity — his own human- 
ity and the humaneness of all those he seeks 
to help. He could see his life work as embody- 
ing principles which lie at the heart of reality. 


I believe the Catholic law school has a clear 
responsibility to put students in touch with the 
roots of the law; roots without which the law 
simply becomes a means by which those who 
have power rule those who have no power.

British dioceses

LONDON (RNS) — Five 
English and Welsh Catholic 
dioceses are reviving an 
ancient practice of Lenten 
“Stations,” in a move to 
emphasize the importance 
of Lent.

37 ‘aid’ cases face test 


NEW YORK (RNS) 
Thirty-seven aid-to-nonpub-

cese of Cardiff, South 
Wales, three years ago, but 
this year it is being revived 
also in the dioceses of West- 
minster, Salford, Leeds and 
Nottingham. 


THE OFFICIAL an- 
nouncement explained that 
though there are differ- 
ences of detail in the prog- 
rams of each diocese, there 
are features in common. 


Thus, priests, religious 
and laity are invited to a 
central church on different 
evenings during Lent; there 
the bishop is the chief cele- 
brant of a Mass which his 
priests concelebrate with 
him. 

The bishop — or in some 
cases-a specially appointed 
priest — preaches on the 
importance of Lent and on 
the need for a genuine con- 
version of life. 


CATHOLICS are encour- 
aged to make their peace 
with God through a sincere 
confession. Priests are 
brought in to help the 
priests of that church to 
hear the confessions of the 
congregation. 


Also, the day of the 
“Station Mass” is a day set 
aside for extra prayer, for 
special sacrifice. People 
are encouraged to give the 
money saved by their fast- 
ing and abstinence to some 
worthwhile charity. 


They are also asked to 
receive Holy Communion at 
the Station Mass. In most 
places the sense of unity is 
strengthened by a social 
gathering after the “sta- 
tion” at which simple re- 
freshments are served.

Poetry. is difficult to 
review because, par- 
ticularly in the modern 
combination of verse and 
photograph now so popular, 
the comment is _ less 
explicit, and people hear 
and see different things. 


Sister Joan Sauro’s 
poetry has the gentle, rest- 
ful quality of drifting 


thought. Her photography 
lifts “ugly,” bleak and mun- 
dane or tattered subjects to 


a reflection of the wonder - 


and questioning of her own 
mind. 


Perhaps her work is its 
own review, as in “ :a 
kitchen glass, holding a 
pink rose, beauty in plain- 
ness shows, each man’s 
poetry held in poor prose.” 


Then there is the prayer 
“O God, if I some lost coin 
be, sweep the house and 
find me.” 


And, “Wash me, O God, 
soak through all that’s 
unfeeling and hard and, if 
you must, strike with your 
rod, to make a heart com- 
passionate — more miracle 
than water from a rock.”

BURNT-OUT FIRES _ by 
Richard Dillon.

Richard Dillon, the fam- 
ous director of the Sutro 
Library in San Francisco, 
has written an in-depth 
study of California’s Modoc 
Indian War. 


It is typical of the unen- 
lightened policy of the 
white man versus the native 
American. The Modocs 
were considered a model 
Indian tribe. 


They had settled on their 
lands in northern Califor- 
nia and southern Oregon. 
They were peaceful, 
friendly and progressive. 
But then, white settlers 
started to take over their 
grazing land. 


What happened was a 


bloody war that, in effect, 
wiped out the whole tribe. 
These little-known chap- 
ters in American history 
should be titled “Read ‘em 
and weep!” 


FREEDOM TO STARVE by 
Father Paul Gallet. N.Y. 
Penquin Books. 249 pages 
$2.45 pb. 


Ten years ago, Father 
Gallet left France to serve 
the poor in Brazil. He was 
answering the call of the 
Holy Father to serve the 
Church in the Third World. 


It all sounds quite roman- 
tic, really idealistic. But 
then, Father Gallet faced 
the excruciating problem of 
total poverty. 


His response is chroni- 
cled in letters that he wrote 
home and in a type of diary 
that he kept. He was forced 
to face the fact that poverty 
is among the:chief prob- 
lems that face the whole 
human race. 


It is impossible to read 
this volume and remain 
unmoved. 


ANTICLERICALISM: A 
BRIEF HISTORY by Jose M. 
Sanchez. University of Notre 
Dame Press. 244, $8.95. 


Napoleon once said to 
Cardinal Consalvi, “You 
realize, Eminence, that I 
can destroy the Church.” 
The Cardinal replied, 
“Emperor, not even the 
priests have been able to do 
that!” 


And so it seems that 
anticlericalism takes many 
forms. Professor Sanchez 
has produced a fascinating 
book that discusses causes 
and conditions for this 
situation. 


Briefly put, it could be 
stated that the example of 
the clerics is what deter- 
mines anticlericalism. 


In the last half of the 
book, Sanchez discusses 
the countries which have 
suffered most from this 
phenomenon. They are 
France, Spain, Italy, Por- 
tugal, Colombia and Mex- 
ico. All told, this is popular 
Church history at its best.
